Oyster Dishes 


While oysters are in season they 


make a delightful addition 
to any 


meal no matter how unpretentious. 


SCALLUPKD OYSTERS 


One quart or three dozen oysters, 


one and one-half cups bread crumbs 
(from the center of. a stale loaf), one 
and one-halt cups cracker crumbs, 
one-fourth cup melted 
butter, one- 


fourth cup cream, one-half cup oyster 
liquor, sail and pepper, slight grating 
nutmeg. 


Pick over and drain from liquor the 


oysters. Add butter 
to bread 
and 


cracker crumbs: In the bottom of a 
buttered dish place a layer of crumbs, 
over this a thick layer of oysters, add- 
ing half the cream and oyster liquor. 
Sprinkle with salt and pepper. Re- 
peat and on top of the second layer 
of oysters have a layer of crumbs. 
Bake in a moderate oven 30 minutes. 


Always have only two layers of oys- 


ters, as any more would leave the mid- 
dle layer under-done, while 
the top 


and bottom layers 
would be 
over- 


cooked. 


OYSTER SOIT 


One quart of four dozen 
oysters, 


one slice onion, one spring parsley, 
one-half cup celery, one-fourth cup 
flour, three tablespoons lard or but- 
ter, one teaspoon 
salt, 
one-eighth 


teaspoon pepper, few gratings of nut- 
meg, two cuyis rich milk or cream. 


Pick over, to free from shell, the 


oysters, and then chop them finely. 
Add one cup of cold water and cook 
20 minutes, having kettle closely cov- 
ered. 
Strain through a fine strainer 


and cook with the onion, celery, pars- 
ley^and flour, which have cooked in 
the lard, until slightly brown. When 
thickened add salt, pepper, nutmeg 
and cream. 
Bring to boiling 
point, 


season more to taste and serve.
